EX-60VERNOR DRAKE 
' OF IOWA_PASSES AWAY 


Millionaire Politician of the Hawkeye 


State Expires at Home of His 


Daughter. 


Centcrvllle, la., Nov. 21.—Gen. F. M. 


Drake, a former governor of lowu, 
died at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Henry Conn, In this city. Ho was 
stricken n-lth diabetes. 


The (.'Stnto of Con, Drake. consist- 


Ing of bank and rallronn slocks and 
farm lands. Is estimated to bu worth 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000.000. 
It 


Is said Drake university, to which ho 
already has given sums totaling V-00,- 
000, will receive a share of the estate. 


For the last twenty-tlve years Con. 


Drake had been engaged In the rail- 
road and banking business. 
Ho had 


projected, constructed and put In oper- 
ation flvo railroads. 
Ho was presi- 


dent of tho Indiana, Illinois and Iowa 
and tho Albla and Ccntcrvlllo 
com- 


panies, a director of tho Kcokuk and 
Western, and president of the Center- 
vlllo Notional bank. 
Ho also was 


president of the board of trustees of 
Drake university, - which bears his 
name as one of HB founders. 


Gen. Drake entered tho Iowa politi- 


cal arena as a prominent flgurc a quar- 
ter of a century ago. 
While ho had 


been a delegate to state and national 
conventions, his name was not linked 
with any office until 1833, when he en- 
tered the gubernatorial contest. 
He 


failed that year, but two years later 
received the unanimous vote of tho Re- 
publican convention and was elected 
by a big majority. 
Tho latter part of 


his first term developed Into a stormy 
affair, and this, coupled with a return 
of his old army trouble, caused him to 
retire. 


Gen. Drake had been a member of 


the Odd Fellows' lodge since 18G4 and 
a Mason since 1859.

ously burned. 
The flro broke out 


n tho workmen's bunk houses, 
In 


which a hundred and 
fifty 
were 


asleep. 
Tho fire was 
evidently) 


started from an overheated 
stove. 


The flames spread rapidly and 
col- 


lected to tho straw bunks. 
There 


icing but ono entrance to the shanty 
and few windows, tho men 
wcro 


caught like rats in a trap. 
When 


.ho laborers who escaped saw 
tbo 


building doomca they tried to 
get 


back and secure their 
belongings. 


At tho ono exit a desperate fight took 
place. 
The men Inside made fran- 


tic efforts to save their lives, while 
those outside sought to get In. The 
little door was choked with a strug- 
gling mass of humanity. 
In con- 


siderable short tlmo tho shanty was 
smouldering In ruins, at tho 
door 


piled In a ghastly mass were four- 
teen bodies. Behind them wcro oth- 
er bodies, some were burned to n 
crisp. The men at the door suffocated. 
When tho flamo were extinguished 
tlio work of rcscuo began. 
Twenty 


bodies -were soon • recoverd. 
The 


wounded wcro acnt to tho Johnstown 
hospital.

journ for a longer period than three 
days at a time without the consent of 
the, bouse. The house leaders admit 
the right of the senate to conduct Its 
own affairs to suit Itself, but they say 
that congress cannot adjourn for the 
session without the concurrence of 
the house, and It will not be'given. 
Thu house leaders take the position 
that congress was called In extra ses- 
sion for a specific purpose. The house 
has 'discharged Its duties, and It is 
Incumbent upon the senate to finish 
the work or at least utllltlzc all re- 
maining time to dispose of It. There- 
tore while the senate has the power 
to fix a time when a vote shall be 
taken upon the Cuban bill the house 
also has the power to refuse to ad- 
journ the present session. 


House Will Not Agree.

Is also a hard task for any gamo 
•warden to catch a hunter who Is "on 
to his job." 
Tho ferret. If -well 


trained, can bo carried In a little 
sack or even In the coat of tho own- 
er. 
When his sen-ices are needed 


he Is simply dropped into tho bur- 
row and you can count on tho ferret 
doing the rest. 
Mr. Rabbit has a 


choice of fighting to tho death or 
malting himself scarce. 
He always 


chooses tho latter proposition 
and 


promptly makes his exit at tho rear 
door of the burrow. 
Tho hunter in 


waiting has only to grab him as ha 
ranies out, of if he is a good shot, 
•wait until the bunny Is a fow rods 
away and then drop him with a loaJ 
of small shot. The ferret seldom re- 
mains In tho ground longer than a 
fow minutes, and when he appears 
lie Is consigned to tho overcoat poc- 
"ket and the hunt continues. 
Those 


•who remember hunting 
trips 
of 


twenty or thirty years ago agree that 
It was not until tho sportsmen be- 
came so numerous that the rabbits 
lived In burrows to such a large ex- 
tent as at present 


Tho most popular way of hunting 
rabbits and tho way many success- 
ful -nlmrods-of today bag their gamo 
is to go out after a fall of snow with 
a. number of beagle hounds. 
Tho 


beaglo Is too short-legged to catch 
the rabbit, but his wind Is good and 
•when you hear three or Xour 
of 


them coming down through a clear- 
Ing In hot pursuit, one can Imagine 
there" are forty at least. The hounds 
compel tho rabbits to run In a clr 
do anj if tho liuntcr Is In a gooc 
location, all lio has to do Is to stani' 
still and wait for tho bunch will soon 
pass within shooting distance.
